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Dr.  Strickland  Reports  On  Catnpus  Improvements 


A number  of  improvements  have  been 
made  on  campus,  and  others  are  beinji 
planned  for  the  near  future,  Dr.  Strick- 
land announced  to  the  students. 

Crews  have  been  busy  installing  im- 
proved lighting  in  the  study  parlors  in 
all  the  dormitories.  The  Wesleyan  Al- 
umnae Association  is  assisting  with  the 
refurnishing  and  relighting  of  the  day 
students  room. 

Hanks  dormitory  will  be  completely 
painted  and  refurnished  this  summer 
for  next  year’s  junior  class.  The  other 
dormitories  will  be  refurnished  during 
successive  summers.  Dr.  Strickland 
stated. 

Three  new  walks  were  installed  and 
paved  during  the  summer.  Two  on  the 
front  campus  and  one  leading  to  the 
new  dormitory. 

The  class  of  1947  left  money  to  be 
used  for  a walkway,  and  presented  the 
class  marker  at  their  second  Chapel  ser- 
vice. The  marker  was  brought  to  Dr. 


Strickland’s  attention  and  the  money 
which  had  been  left  for  the  walkway 
was  used  for  that  purpose.  The  walk 
connects  the  loggia  and  Tate  Hall.  The 
road  leading  from  the  Library  behind 
the  dormitory,  to  Tucker  road  was  pav- 
ed last  summer  and  parking  lots  provid- 
ed for  dormitories. 

A “riding  ring”  for  the  equitation 
classes  has  been  built  and  miles  of  nat- 
ural bridle  trails  have  been  opened 
through  the  Wesleyan  woods. 

Echo  Organ  Installed 

Mrs.  Asa  G.  Candler,  Jr.,  of  Atlanta 
very  generously  gave  the  echo  organ  to 
be  added  to  the  mapiificent  organ  al- 
ready in  Porter  Family  Memorial  Aud- 
itorium. Work  is  progressing  on  the  in- 
stallation and  plans  for  a formal  dedi- 
cation will  be  announced  later. 

Future  Plans 

Naturally,  the  most  important  project 
being  contemplated  is  the  addition  to  the 


Candler  Memorial  Library.  A report  on 
the  progress  made  thus  far  appears  else- 
where in  this  issue  of  the  magazine. 

A grant  in  the  amount  of  $3,000.00 
has  been  secured  from  the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation of  The  Methodist  Church  for 
the  installation  of  a modern  language 
laboratory.  The  total  cost  will  be  ap- 
proximately $10,000.00.  It  is  hoped  that 
additional  funds  needed  can  be  raised 
soon  for  the  language  laboratory  is  con- 
sidered an  essential  teaching  tool. 

Other  projects  to  be  planned  as  soon 
as  funds  are  available  will  include  the 
waterproofing,  redecorating,  and  refur- 
nishing of  the  amphitheatre  in  Tavlor 
Hall. 

In  discussing  the  campus  improvement 
Dr.  Strickland  extended  a cordial  invi- 
tation to  all  alumnae  to  visit  the  campus 
frequently  and  to  actually  see  the  im- 
provements that  are  being  made. 

More  Contributions 
Needed  for  Library  Fund 

Dr.  Strickland’s  recent  letter  to 
alumnae  announcing  the  plans  for  build- 
ing a $400,000  addition  to  the  Candler 
Memorial  Library  has  received  the  en- 
thusiastic approval  of  all. 

The  actual  campaign  for  funds  has 
not  yet  begun,  but  226  alumnae  have 
already  responded  to  Dr.  Strickland’s 
request  for  support.  A total  of  $6,713.20 
has  been  contributed  and  an  additional 
$2,030.00  has  been  pledged,  making  a 
total  of  $8,743.20  to  date. 

Dr.  Strickland  and  a special  commit- 
tee have  been  working  w^ith  Guy  Lyle 
of  Emory  University,  library  consultant, 
and  Elliott  Dunwody,  Jr.,  architect. 
Preliminary  plans  are  being  drawn  to 
include  a new^  wing  and  extensive  re- 
modeling and  redecorating  of  the  pre- 
sent facilities.  Air  conditioning  will  be 
installed  throughout  the  completed 
structure,  according  to  Dr.  Strickland. 

Mrs.  W.  E.  Young,  librarian,  stated 
that  the  library  facilities  will  be  mod- 
ernized in  accordance  with  the  latest 
concepts  of  library  service. 

The  improvement  and  enlargement 
of  the  library  is  to  receive  priority  in 
accordance  with  the  administration’s  ef- 
forts to  maintain  high  academic  stand- 
ards at  Wesleyan. 

Dr.  Strickland  re-emphasized  the  im- 
portance of  widespread  alumnae  support 
and  urged  those  who  have  not  already 
done  so  to  send  a contribution  or  pledge.

Strickland  Is  Asset  To  Wesleyan 

Reprint  of  an  editorial  in  Nov.  17,  1960  “Town  and  Country’’ 

“It  was  just  a little  over  a year  ago  that  Dr.  Martin  resigned  and 
Wesleyan  began  looking  for  a new  president.  We  all  wondered  who 
would  be  chosen  and  waited  anxiously  for  the  trustees  to  make  a 
decision.  Then  it  was  announced  that  Dr.  W.  Earl  Strickland  would 
take  over  as  president  on  January  1. 

Dr.  Strickland  has  been  with  us  almost  a year  now  and  has  certainly 
endeared  liimself  to  the  hearts  of  all  Wesleyannes.  He  has  met  every 
situation  with  an  insight  and  understanding  which  has  grown  not  only 
out  of  experience,  but  also  out  of  a sincere  interest  in  people  and  their 
problems. 

He  has  worked  closely  with  almost  every  individual  and  organiza- 
tion on  campus.  Matters  that  have  needed  attention  for  a long  time 
have  been  straightened  out,  and  many  overdue  improvements  have 
been  made  around  campus. 

But  even  more  than  these  large-scale  improvements,  we  have  appre- 
ciated the  sincere  smile,  and  the  fact  that  Dr.  Strickland  really  knows 
each  student  as  an  individual  and  not  just  as  a statistic.  He  is  never 
too  busy  to  stop  for  a chat  or  to  joke  with  a student.  His  lovely  family 
has  also  become  an  indispensable  part  of  our  campus  life. 

Dr.  Strickland,  this  will  be  your  first  homecoming.  For  some  of  us 
It  will  be  the  last.  You  have  been  here  such  a short  time,  really,  but  it’s 
hard  to  remember  what  it  was  like  without  you.  And  we  know  that 
“when  the  ghinkos  change  from  green  to  yellow”  next  year  and  we 
return  as  alumnae,  you  will  be  here  to  smile  and  wave  a friendly  wel- 
come back.”

A Lucky  Horseshoe  Hangs  at  Wesleyan 


A lucky  horseshoe  hangs  at  Wesleyan 
with  the  reintroduction  of  horseback 
riding  as  a physical  education  course  be- 
ginning in  the  spring  semester.  After  an 
absence  of  fifteen  years,  Wade  Stepp 
has  brought  his  stables  back  to  IVIacon. 
They  are  now  located  at  Magnolia  Hill, 
beside  the  lake  on  the  Wesleyan 
grounds. 

Mrs.  Stepp,  an  expert  horsewoman, 
will  teach  riding  under  the  direction  of 
our  physical  education  department  head- 
ed by  Miss  Margaret  Stanion.  It  will 
count  for  credit  as  an  individual  activity, 
like  tennis,  fencing,  or  golf,  students  to 
receive  one  hour  toward  the  four  needed 
for  graduation.  The  fee  for  this  course 
will  be  $75.00.  The  horses  will  also  be 
available  for  recreation  on  a rental  basis. 

The  piney  woods  behind  the  college, 
whose  firebreaks  offer  beautiful  ready- 
made bridle  trails  will  soon  be  filled 
with  our  girls  on  horseback.  Already  one 
catches  glimpses  of  glistening  black  satin 
flanks  and  flying  white  manes,  of  twill 
jodhpurs  and  faded  blue  jeans  astride 
broad-backed  mounts. 

This  is  a far  cry  from  olden  days  of 
feminine  riders  depicted  in  a book  now 
on  display  in  the  Alumnae  Office.  En- 
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titled  “Principles  of  Modern  Riding  for 
Ladies^’  by  John  Allen,  it  was  published 
in  England  in  1825  and  is  the  property 
of  Miss  Frances  Strohecker,  secretary 
to  six  Wesleyan  presidents,  including 
Dr.  Strickland.  Frances  inherited  the 
book,  with  others,  from  her  grandfather, 
Edward,  who  was  a physician  who  came 
to  Macon  in  1837  and  was  married  in 
Macon  the  year  Wesleyan  opened  its 
doors,  1839,  and  later  became  mayor  of 
the  city. 

When  she  learned  that  horseback  rid- 
ing was  returning  to  Wesleyan,  Frances 
remembered  the  old  book  whose  pictures 
she  had  enjoyed  as  a child  on  rainy 
afternoons.  These  engravings,  now^  yel- 
lowed with  age,  depict  the  stages  of 
mounting  and  dismounting,  with  the 
lady,  in  top  hat,  stock,  and  veil  alw'ays 
assisted  by  a gentleman  wearing  a frock 
coat  and  crushed  leather  boots ; the 
lady’s  feet  are  forever  enveloped  in  a 
voluminous  skirt. 

Styles  in  dress  have  changed  with  the 
years;  so,  also,  have  ladies,  for  the  book 
speaks  of  the  “difficulties  and  delica- 
cies” of  riding  for  ladies,  and  of  ladies 
of  cringing  and  timid  disposition.  The 
horse  remains  the  same,  in  book  and  in 
stables,  handsome  and  proud,  as  if  aware 
of  his  prehistoric  lineage. 


Mr.  Stepp  introduces  you  fondly  to 
Black  Boy  and  Ebony,  two  of  the  eight 
American  Saddle  Horses  he  will  use  for 
the  girls.  He  will  also  take  you  to  meet 
the  blooded  Tennessee  Walking  Horses 
he  is  training  for  shows.  The  smell  of 
fresh  shavings  tingles  in  your  nostrils  as 
you  walk  through  the  boarded  stalls,  re- 
cently converted  by  the  college  from  old 
brooder  houses  built  of  red  tile.  He  will 
show  you  the  tack  room,  hung  with 
bridles  and  saddles  and  crops,  next  to 
his  office ; he  will  take  you  beyond  fresh- 
ly-painted white  fence  rails  to  the  I>ittle 
Ring,  used  for  teaching  beginners,  and 
point  to  the  spot  where  the  Middle  Ring 
is  to  be  built,  and  up  to  the  knoll  where 
he  will  soon  lay  out  a Show  Ring.  He 
will  make  you  acquainted  with  his  over- 
seer, old  Joe  Stewart,  in  his  employ  for 
thirty  years,  who,  with  another  gr(X)m, 
occupies  Grooms’  Quarters  near  the 
horses. 

A third-generation  horseman,  Mr. 
Stepp  served  as  a judge  at  the  Wesleyan 
Alumnae  Horse  Show  last  year.  It  was 
here  that  he  met  and  conversed  with  our 
president,  which  is  where  this  story  be- 
gan.

Christian  Emphasis  Week  and  Honor 
Week  were  two  of  the  traditional  fall 
activities.  These  presented  an  insight 
into  the  ideals  of  Wesleyan,  and  a.ssur- 
ed  me  bevond  question  that  I had 
chosen  the  right  college. 

Certainly  not  to  be  forgotten  by  any 
freshman  is  Rat  Week.  After  that  ex- 
perience, all  of  our  anxiety,  humiliation, 
and  fright  seemed  more  than  worthwhile 
i.n  the  climactic  moments  of  Rat  Court. 
Alwavs  vivid  in  my  memories,  will  he 
the  friendliness  and  eagerness  of  upper- 
classmen to  help  us  feel  a part  of  school 
life.  We  realized  that  the  wise  seniors, 
jolly  juniors,  and  sophisticated  sopho- 
mores were  once  lowly  freshmen  and 
understood  our  problems. 

I'he  freshmen  helped  to  plan  a week- 
end housepartv  for  high  school  students 
interested  in  Wesleyan.  If  they  enioyed 
the  weekend  in  November  as  much  as 
we  did,  Wesleyan  should  have  a large 
freshman  class  next  year. 

Then  before  I knew  it,  the  Christmas 
season  was  in  full  swing.  As  I stepped 
in*'o  the  candlelit  dining  r(x>m  wirh  its 
Christmas  decorations  and  jolly  old  St. 
Nick,  the  heauty  of  it  all  took  my 
breath ! 

I have  learned  in  the  past  four  months 
that  the  sunset  reflected  bv  the  lake,  long 
hours  of  study,  pep  rallies,  inter-class 
competition,  student-body  unitv,  wonder- 
ful new  friends,  weekly  chapel  services, 
and  the  sharing  of  happy  news  or  a 
par^aorp  from  home — all  are  a vital  part 
of  Wesleyan.

Alice  Domingos,  A.B.  1940,  lias  been 
appointed  Director  of  Student  Aid  at 
Wesleyan  College.  She  works  wdth  Pres- 
ident Strickland  and  the  Scholarship 
Committee  in  processing  all  applications 
for  scholarships  and  financial  assistance. 

Alice  worked  as  secretary  to  the  Dean 
and  Registrar  of  the  School  of  Fine 
Arts  from  1941  until  1948  when  she 
became  Registrar  of  the  School  of  Fine 
Arts.  She  held  this  position  until  this 
fall  when  Dr.  Strickland  asked  her  to 
assume  the  new^  position. 

Wesleyan,  in  cooperation  wdth  300 
other  colleges,  is  participating  in  the 
College  Scholarship  Service.  This  serv- 
ice helps  to  determine  actual  financial 
need  on  the  basis  of  a confidential  state- 
ment submitted  by  the  parents  of  any 
girl  requesting  financial  assistance. 


Parents  Day 

For  each  successive  year  since  Parents 
Day  w’as  co-sponsored  by  the  Wesleyan 
Alumnae  and  the  College  in  1955,  it 
has  come  to  be  more  and  more  meaning- 
ful for  both  the  students  and  their  par- 
ents, if  attendance  is  indicative  of  its 
value. 

March  18  is  the  date  for  the  seventh 
annual  Parents  Day,  the  day  when  par- 
ents are  invited  to  visit  the  campus,  meet 
the  faculty,  visit  the  dormitories,  and 
are  entertained  at  a barbecue  supper  fol- 
low^ed  by  class  stunts. 


Under  this  arrangement,  Alice  point- 
ed out,  Wesleyan  will  be  able  to  award 
financial  assistance  to  those  qualified 
students  whose  need  is  the  greatest. 
There  are  certain  scholarships  awarded 
strictly  on  academic  excellence  and  not 
based  on  need.  Recipients  of  Merit 
Scholarships  are  eligible  for  other  as- 
sistance. 

In  announcing  the  new  appointment 
Dr.  Strickland  emphasized  the  import- 
ance of  the  Alumnae  Loyalty  Fund. 

Without  the  contributions  from  inter- 
ested Alumnae,  the  Wesleyan  Scholar- 
ship program  w^ould  have  to  be  seriously 
curtailed,  he  stated. 

I'he  officers  of  the  Alumnae  Associ- 
ation feel  that  the  appointment  of  Alice 
as  the  Director  of  this  service  is  a pro- 
gressive step  that  the  Administration  has 
taken. 


Lamar  Lectures 

Four  widely  known  writers  of  fiction 
and  one  recognized  critic  participated  in 
the  Lamar  Lecture  Series  this  year. 

Katherine  Anne  Porter,  Flannery 
O’Connor,  Caroline  Gordon,  and  Mad- 
ison Jones  each  was  featured  on  a sep- 
arate program,  then  the  four  partici- 
pated in  a special  forum  discussion 
moderated  by  Dr.  Louis  D.  Rubin,  Jr., 
critic.

Macon  Club  Co-sponsored  Opera 


Helena  Eastman  (O^den)  Campbell 
was  born  in  Eastman,  Georgia,  a little 
city  named  for  her  maternal  grandfath- 
er. She  was  a member  of  the  class  of 
1897,  and  a pupil  of  “Miss  Mollie” 
M ason,  beloved  teacher  of  art  at  Wes- 
leyan for  24  years. 

She  began  the  Campbell  Art  Collec- 
tion at  Wesleyan  in  1934  by  the  simple 
process  of  writing  to  one  of  her  artist 
friends  and  asking  “Wouldn’t  you  like 
to  give  my  alma  mater  one  of  your  love- 
ly paintings?”  The  friend  would  and 
did.  Through  her  inspired  and  untiring 
efforts,  every  year  since  then  additions 
have  been  made  to  the  collection  until 
it  is  worth  today  thousands  o'  dollars 
and  represents  the  work  of  many  well- 
known  contemporary  painters  and  sculp- 
tors. The  latest  gift  was  “The  Christian 
Martyr”,  a life  size  figure  by  Pietro 
.Montana.  This  famous  artist  had  pre- 
viously given  three  pieces  of  sculpture  to 
the  collection  : “M  e s s a 1 i n a”,  “Ideal 
Head”  and  “Simplicity.” 

'I'he  collection  is  not  housed  in  one 
building,  but  adds  beauty,  culture,  and 
pleasure  to  various  spots  all  over  the 
campus:  the  President’s  home  and  of- 
fice; the  new  P ine  Arts  Building  where 
the  sculpture  can  be  seen  in  one  of  the 
galleries;  the  Students’  Parlors  where 
hangs  the  largest  number  of  paintings  in 
the  collection;  the  Dean’s  office;  the 
Alumnae  Office  and  other  offices  in 
I ate ; and  in  the  small  dining  room 
w’here  special  guests  are  entertained.
